Sharkey To Fight in Mia- 
mi—Schmeling Bout in 
Atlantic City.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—()—Pre- 
dictions that a new champion will be 
sitting in the long-vacant heavyweight 
throne by the end of next September 
seem now to have been based on fact 
rather than the grandiose fancies of 
prize fight promoters.

take the report with this seriousness it means that the report was justi- | 


fied and that something may be done about it. 


Members of the faculties of the various colleges and committees for | 


football reforms might chatter like a full session of congress on the 
tariff without having any more effect than a session of congress. But 
football coaches seem to speak with authority where alumni and under- 
graduates are concerned. 

Mr. Hugo Bezdek, coach of Penn State, at a Lehigh college gath- 
ering the other night justified the report of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion, especially in regard to what is called the “subsidization” of 
athletes. In fact, Mr. Bezdek seemed to view with alarm to the 
extent that he advocated the abolition of college sports unless the 
conditions indicated by the Carnegie report were remedied. 

“Scholarships,” said Mr. Bezdek, ‘‘are the biggest nuisances that have 
been invented. Years ago we had isolated cases where we helped men 
out. 
cumbersome. It is becoming an evil instead of a good. 

“It is simply a clash between professionalism and amateurism. 
derstand, I hold no briefs against professional sports. They are all right 
within their sphere. 

“Our colleges are interested in the intellectual life of the boy, 
and if sports are going to interfere with the true object of the 
school of learning, I say do away with sports. 

“There is an ideal and a goal and a standard to uphold, and as soon 
as we Start to buy athletes we are planting an inferiority complex in the 
individual. Some boys may survive, but why take a chance?” 

According to Mr. Bezdek, the members of the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Investigation of Teaching were gentle in their-revelations. | 
know that the foundation did not intend to sensationalize or to go muck- 
raking for the sheer joy of stirring up the muck. But there has been 
plenty of muck there, as Mr. Bezdek admits. 

The attitude of the old grads to the report has been mixed. 
Some of the alumni have been laughing it off. Others have been 
indignant. Still others have been defiant and have defended the 

subsidizing of athletes as a philanthropic act. 

But the attitude of Mr. Bezdek is significant. The coaches will have 
the last say in the matter of keeping intercollegiate football sane and 
clean. Personally, 1 have considerable faith in the sportsmanship and 
the intelligence of the football coaches. When they feel the urge to 
correct the conditions pointed out in the report of the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the Investigation of Teaching the reforms are bound to come. 

The warning of the dean of Harvard also will accelerate the mat- 
ter of these reforms.

NDWEST BLANKET 


UNDER HEAWY SNOW 


_CHICAGO, . Dec. 24. — (United 
News.)—Window candles gleamed yel- 


low through gently falling snow over, 


most of the middle west tonight to 
welcome Christmas sith its traditional 
winter snowstorm. 


The snow fell sporadically in al- 
most the whole area except in the 
region surrounding Kansas City, 
where autumn-like temperatures bared 
the ground and made the shiny new 
sleds under many a Christmas tree 
useless for the time being. 


Enough snow was on the ground 
elsewhere to satisfy even the most 
particular of Santa Claus’ reindeers 
and to.assure the bewhiskered saint 
of excellent traction for the runners 
of his sleigh. 


Near the Canadian border in Michi- 


gan, Wisconsin and Minnesota the 
snow drifted many feet deep. Further 
south in the Chicago district the 
round was covered evenly with a 
lanket two feet thick. 


Alternate thaws and freezes which 
followed the week's heavy snowfall 
gave the drifts an icy crust. To- 
night's gentle sprinkling’ of snow pow- 
dered the sparkling surface with soft 
flakes of white to make landscapes 
scintillate just as brilliantly as they do 


on the most elaborate of Christmas 
cards, 


Temperatures for the most part 
stood at the freezing point, the mild- 
est weather in more than a week. 
Last-minute shoppers were beset with 
ankle-deep wallows of muddy slush on 
all city streets, even though 10,000 
men in Chicago alone were working 
to clear away the snow. 


Other thousands of laborers work- 
ed] for railroads and highway commis- 
sioners in an effort to make resump- 
tion of inter-city travel possible. Most 
roads were cleared, although they re- 
mained slippery enough to cause 
countless accidents, 

Railroad travel, after several days 
of heart-breaking toil on the part of 
employes and with trains as much as 
12 hours late because of blocked 
tracks and frozen Awitches, at last 
returned almost to normal.

Prominent Atlantans Express 


Opinions 


on Christmastime 


December 25 has rolled around 
again. But has it brought with it the 
spirit of the season as it was known 


back in the good old days of fireside 
groups, high spirits and imaginations 
that afforded the pictures of red-faced 
Santa and his fleet-footed steeds? Are 
we celebrating Christmas this year, 
not giving gifts, feasting and filling 
stockings, but really translating into 
living terms the spirit which found 
its Bethlehem more than 2000 years 
ago today? 

Some are cynical, even at Christmas 
time. They hold that the season is a 
holiday feast, that commerce holds 
sway, and little of the old-fashioned 
spirit of the day is still abroad. On 
the other hand there are countless 
numbers in Atlanta, those who are 
best position to know, who think that 
Christmas in spirit is with us still. 
Prominent Atlantans have expressed 
for The Constitution their opinions on 
this subject. 


Mrs. Hardman’s Belief. 


Mrs. L. G. Hardman believes that 
the spirit of the season is still abroad. 
As wife of Georgia's chief executive 
she is in position to sense the moti- 
vating force behind the customary 
commotion of Christmas, and thinks 
that helpfulness and love of giving are 
in large measure responsible for it 
all. 

“The spirit of Christmas is the livest 
thing I know,” said Dr. Louie D. New- 
ton, pastor of the Druid Hills Baptist 
church. “It is live enough to keep us 
all going in all of this cold weather. 
Throughout the community there is 
the evidence of courtesy and kindness 
which assures us that the real mean- 
ing of Christmas has by no means 
been lost.” 


Mrs. Ragsdale’s Belief. 


“This year as never before, it seems 
to me,” said Mrs. I. N. Ragsdale, 
wife of Atlanta’s mayor, “everybody 
is awake to the needs of others. The 
churches are preparing Christmas bas- 
kets, the newspapers are taking an 
active part in alleviating suffering; 
civic clubs, men’s and women’s organ- 


izations everywhere are uniting, as 
never before, in an effort to express 
in definite and constructive terms the 
spirit of the season.” 

_ Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health of- 
ficer, feels that there is probably more 
suffering than usual in Atlanta and a 
proportionate response on the part 
of individuals and organizations 
throughout the city. “People are help- 
ing as they have never helped before,” 
he said. 

Mrs. C. C. Wallace, head of the wel- 
fare department of one of the city’s 
large department stores, feels that 
Christmas is getting to be a bit more 
commercial, but the childlike enjoy- 
ment of the day is prevalent in large 
measure still. “In the hospitals 
Christmas is the season when all dec- 
orate, give on every hand, and cele 
brate to the greatest. degree possible,” 
she said. “The way that Atlanta 
stores are caring for their sick em- 
ployes is an evidence that the spirit 
of Christmas ha8 a decided hold upon 
our people. In this store we have 
given baskets to the families of sick 
employes, cared for their children by 
assuring them edibles and toys and not 
failed to remember the pensioners, who 
are always an object of our affection 
and consideration.” Mrs. Wallace 
has charge of the health of employes 
in the store in which she works, and. 
cares also for all emergency work 
within the building. 

Mrs. Ottley’s Belief. 

“The modern Christmas spirit has 
changed like the modern spirit of re- 
ligion,” said Mrs. John K. Ottley. “In 
religion we do not think so much of 
saving our own individual souls, as of 
making it possible for other souls to 
be saved, and of making their lives 
happier. So, in Christmas, the world 
is thinking less and less of the season 
of individual pleasure by spreading 
Christmas cheer and happiness.” 

Christmas, if the opinion of these 
Atlantans is of any worth, is not 
merely a mark on the calendar, not a 
commercial banner-day, not an ex- 
change of meaningless xifts. Christ- 
mas in its deeper, fuller, more poign- 


ant sense, is here again.
